FOREWORD 


In  a  perfectly  splendid  way  my  friend  Pitt  has  given 
us  a  workable  scheme  of  studies  on  the  spiritual  life.  The 
studies  have  the  rare  merit  of  simplicity  and  comprehen- 
siveness. 

Every  young  Christian  needs  line  upon  line  of  instruc- 
tion in  the  life  of  the  soul  and  in  the  soul  of  life.  The  lack 
of  it  accounts  for  much  that  is  fickle  in  Christian  faith  and 
fruitless  in  Christian  living.  In  these  studies  the  Bible  is 
honored,  our  divine  Lord  is  magnified,  and  the  fundamentals 
of  religion  are  enforced.  This  is  all  done  in  such  a  clear, 
attractive,  and  practical  way  that  no  persuasion  will  be 
needed  to  get  the  young  Christian  to  join  the  classes  and 
pursue  the  lessons. 

These  studies  will  be  a  great  thing  for  the  spiritual  cul- 
ture of  the  converts  now  coming  in  literal  brigades  into  our 
churches.  My  advice  to  pastors  is  to  organize  classes  after 
the  Bridgeton  model.  Any  alert  pastor  can  use  it.  He 
need  not  be  an  expert  in  inductive  instruction.  He  needs 
only  a  burning  passion  to  have  an  intelligent  membership — 
a  membership  grounded  in  the  vital  things  of  the  Kingdom.

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INTRODUCTION 


It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  a  very  large  percentage  of 
the  membership  of  the  Christian  Church  take  so  little  real 
interest  in  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom.  May  the  reason 
not  largely  be  found  in  the  lack  of  definiteness  with  which 
the  Kingdom  is  brought  to  their  consideration? 

It  is  true  that  the  people  are  urged  to  study  the  Bible 
and  the  various  lines  of  church  activity.  But  the  rank  and 
file  of  the  Church  do  not  seem  to  know  how  to  undertake 
it.  Courses  of  study  have  been  published  that  are  very 
valuable,  but  the  most  of  them  cover  so  long  a  period  of 
time,  or  seem  so  formidable  in  other  ways  that  the  people 
are  afraid  to  try  them. 

We  have  found  that  a  brief  course,  more  suggestive  than 
exhaustive,  direct  and  practical,  and  aimed  at  meeting  local 
conditions  will  secure  attention.  The  principal  merit 
claimed  for  the  outlines  here  presented  is  their  directness 
and  adaptability  to  local  conditions,  and  that  they  are 
within  the  reach  of  all.  The  headings  are  so  stated  in  each 
lesson  that  the  study  of  them  can  be  as  exhaustive  as  the 
time  and  ability  of  the  student  may  permit.  The  aim  has 
been  to  enlist  the  people's  attention  in  themes  that  are 
very  vital  to  the  Church  and  individual  believers.  It  is 
hoped  that  by  pursuing  these  simple  studies  of  some  out- 
standing points  of  the  spiritual  life,  many  will  have  de- 
veloped an  appetite  for  more. 

The  courses  here  presented  have  a  logical  order  as  they 
are  arranged,  but  may  be  taken  up  in  any  order  as  con- 
ditions locally  may  direct.  They  are  regarded  as  only  in- 
troductory to  the  study  of  three  phases  of  the  spiritual  life. 
First  is  its  inception,  or  Studies  in  Evangelism.  The  second 
is  the  development  of  the  spiritual  life  by  the  Word.  For 
this  there  are  two  courses  in  Bible  Study,  the  first  in  the 
New  Testament  and  the  other  in  the  Old  Testament.  The 
third  section  is  a  course  in  concreting  the  spiritual  life,  or

its  expression  in  everyday  relationships.  This  last  might 
furnish  a  guide  for  Adult  Bible  Classes  for  a  quarter's 
study  in  practical  Christianity.  The  first  course  might  well 
precede  the  evangelistic  campaign,  the  last  follow  it,  and 
the  others  at  such  times  as  may  best  suit  local  conditions. 

The  points  enumerated  under  each  lesson  are  merely 
suggestions  as  to  lines  of  discussion,  purposely  simple  so 
that  any  church  or  society  may  feel  that  it  can  take  up  the 
work,  yet  we  believe  they  will  be  found  adequate  as  a  basis 
for  as  profound  discussion  as  most  such  companies  will 
undertake.
